$5,600 for light and power, $2,300 
,for janitor: supplies. 

A SUM of $4,500 was okayed for 
the school cafeteria, program, $7,000 
in transfer funds for transportation, 
$9,800 for a new school bus and 
$11,000 for contingencies.

The library is only half as large 
as it should be.

The homemaking department has 
no classroom or lecture room. The 
locker rooms have no space avail- 
able for additional lookers, and the 
shower facilities are greatly over- 
taxed. 

The study hall can accommodate 
only about half the required num- 
ber, so we nave had to use three 
classrooms for study halls. 

In short, EVERY department needs 
more space. 

Q. Isn't our Enrollment Problem 
Only Temporary? 

A. No. The post-war baby boom 
hasn't even reached high school yet, 
and our enrollments have more than 
doubled since the last building pro- 
gram was approved. Within eight 
years our enrollments will double

Q. How Do Our School's Short- 
comings Affect Our Community And 
It's People?

The most serious 
problems exist at the most import- 
ant and formative years of our chil- 
dren's mental, physical and social 
growth.

The University of Illinota home 
economics department suggests that 
you find the answer by takhjg,ptock 
of the product in the home garden, 
adding the importance of family pre- 
ference and then dividing by your 
time and "pickling patience 1 '. . 

Making top-quality pickles is a 
puttering job, and it is patience as 
well aa exact proportions that Counts. 

.Time Is required , to select and care 
for fresh, crisp vegetables and fruits 
and to find high-grade vinegar, pure 
salt and fresh spices. 

And these are the things that make 
the difference between good pickles 
and those that have the appearance 
and flavor of garden left-overs. 

Select the method you prefer for 
processing the pickles. Most stand- 
ard cookbooks list both the short and 
the longer processes in detail. 

However, regardless of the meth- 
od you select, start with product that 
is firm and fresh. "Twenty-four 
hours from vine to brine" is a good 
rule to follow. 

Use a modern, up-to-date recipe. 
Grandmother's recipe may call for 
too much vinegar. The vinegar of 
25 years ago had less acetic acid than 
today's, and Variations in the 
strength of vinegar are, one of the 
greatest problems in making pickles. 

Distilled white vinegar is usually 
considered first choice for pickle- 
making, since it protects the color 
of the food. 

However, if you prefer the cider 
vinegar because of its mellow flavor 
and aroma, select a quality product. 

Pure granulated salt should be 
usetT ' Flake salt or dairy salt, the 
kind used for making butter and 
curing meats, is good. Table salt may 
also be used, but chemicals have been 
added to prevent lumping and they 
tend to cloud or darken the pickles. 

Fresh spices are the only ones 
worth using. The whole spices hold 
their flavor longer and do. not cloud 
or darken the liquid. 

Tie them in a cloth bag for .pro- 
cessing, and remove them before 
you pack the pickles. Otherwise they

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Dairymen* must be on the alert for 
milk fever, a common disease that 
occurs frequently during the fall 
calving season, says Dr. Jesse Samp- 
son, University, of Illinois College of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

Milk fever is not caused by a virus, 
bacteria or any outside agent. 
Rather, it occurs when large cal- 
cium demands, associated with high 
production, are made upon a cow's 

blood. 

This usually happens to the best 
milk producers during the early 
stages of lactation. 

In most cases, signs of this disease 
axe commonly found in high-pro- 
ducing cows within 72 hours after 
calving. Nearly all cases show up 
within one week!. 

The first signs of milk fever are 
often hard to detect, says Dr. Samp- 
son. Alert dairymen, however, may 
notice some signs of nervousness in 
their freshened cows and perhaps a 
slight trembling in the shoulder 
muscles. , . 

Dairymen generally recognize this 
disease when the cow's gait becomes 
wobbly and the animal appears un- 
steady. As the disease progresses, 
the cow staggers and falls or lies 

down. ... ,j 

Her eyes are dull, her body is cold 
to the touch. If she is lying upright, 
her head is turned back toward the 
shoulder. This position is character- 
istic of affected cows. 

To combat milk fever, cows should 
have exercise, balanced rations and 
at least a six-week dry period. 

There is some evidence that feed- 
ing 20 million units of vitamin D 
each day for three to seven days 
before calving may help to prevent 
this disease. 

But feeding large doses of vitamin 
D for more than ten days before 
calving is likely to cause serious 
trouble for the cow. 

The milk fever fatality rate in un- 
treated animal3 is high, and affected 
cows usually die within 48 hours. 
However, prompt diagnosis and 
treatment will save most animals, 
says Dr. Sampson.

Eliminated by the proposed re- 
routing of 59 would be a protected 
off-highway area used for loading 
school busses in the subdivision. 

"The present curve on 59 is not 
sharp, but is long and flowing," the 
letter pointed out." 

''PROPER SURFACE mainten- 
ance of this stretch to eliminate a 
bump and dip — improvements long 
overdue — would be welcome, plus 
sensible long-requested 35 mph 
speed limits in place of the 50 mph 
speed now posted for the Fox Lake 
village stretch." 

"We have also sent a- copy of the 
letter to the village of Fox Lake, 
which seems to have indicated a 
good interest .in road safety in the 
past," said Sutton. 

Village President Joseph Arrhon- 
do advised the association last week 
it would post speed limit signs in 
Knollwood Park to safeguard chil- 
dren playing. 

Acomplaint also was received at 
the Knollwpod association meeting 
that state highway workers had left 
unguarded two road graders, with 
motors running, directly in front 
of a group of children waiting for 
the school bus.
